REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Brethren in Christ : 

In Convention assembled, for the first time since we 
completed our organization, our meeting is fraught with 
special interest, and it is only meet, right, and proper that. 
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we should, first of all, eon recognize the loving kind- 
ness of Him by whose distinguishing mercy we are all again 
permitted to meet together. “Oh give thanks unto the 
Lord, for He is good, and His mercy endureth forever! ”’ 


Not one of those who met nine months ago to organize 


this Synod has fallen by the way. Neither has death or 


serious sickness entered into any of our households. — All 


have been permitted to labor on in the Ln, and He has” 
_ blessed our labors. 


Our Churches have babi prospered in | material” things. 
Debts have been paid. or reduced, improvements have been 
made, and new houses of worship have been erected. This 
tasteful, commodious, and conspicuous house of worship, in 
_ which we are permitted to convene, is a substantial witness 
to progress and a prophecy of hopefor other congregations. 


In the work of gathering and strengthening the congre- — 


gations there has also been encouraging progress. Our 


parochial tables will show advances all along the line, for . 


which we thank God and take courage. True we are still 


young, small, and feeble. Neither can we report any gains — 


in ministers or congregations. We believe, however, that 
there have been gains of the most vital and far-reaching 
consequence to our cause. These gains do not appear in 


our statistics and cannot be set forth in figures, but are 


going to count big for the Kingdom. 
Our organization has forcibly called. the attention of all 


_ the nationalities of our faith in this great Northwest tothe | 


need of English work in their churches. It has opened their 
eyes to See that there is danger of losing their youth on ac- 
count of change of language. It has made them realize 
that their youth are worth keeping, and that they. must 
make earnest efforts to hold them. It -has demonstrated 


the fact there is a sound and aggressive English Lutheran > 


Church. 


Thus the of one of our Miniatees: 


and Sunday Schools has gone out into the regions round 
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about, and everywhere this English work is talked about. 
Partial or entire English Sunday Schools, as also occasional _ 
or regular English Services, have been established and are 


_ increasing among the non-English Lutherans, from the 


Lakes to the Missouri. God alone knows the importance of 
the silent seeding that has been thus going on. It augurs 
well for the future. It gives promise that the sad mistakes 
of the East are not going to beso largely repeated in the 
West. The faith of the fathers must be propagated and 
maintained in the language of the children. __ | 

- An event that promises great things for our English 
work in the Northwest was the opening and successful op- 


eration during the first year of the Chicago Theological 
' Seminary. Weare confident that all the students of that 


institution will be prepared to minister in holy things in the 
language of the land, and that all will be so imbued with a 
missionary spirit that they will realize that the mission of 
the Lutheran Church is Missions. This School of the Pro- 
phets has a special claim on the interest, the prayers, and 
the benefactions of our Synod. ara God’s richest ene 
ever be upon it. — 

Although our Synod is iataiith: the President’ s office is no 
sinecure. He has traveled, , during the nine months, between 
eight and nine thousand miles. Most of this journeying to 


and fro was in the direct interest of our Synod. All of it in 


the interests of English Lutheran work in the Northwest. 
Your President has visited and endeavored to encourage 

every congregation in our body except one. The one was 

not visited for reasons stated below. : | 
Two Churches were consecrated our 


as follows: 


On the evening of Thursday, September 24, 1891, your 


. President consecrated St. Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran 


Church, North St. Paul. The sermon was preached by Rev. | 
W. K. Frick. The Pastor Joci, Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, and 


Rev. L. assisted in the services. 
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On destin November 22, 1891, St. John’s English 
Lutheran Church, Duluth, in which we are now assembled, 
was consecrated. Your President preached the sermon, and 
- the Pastor loci, Rev. H. L. McMurray, performed the act 


of consecration, The solemn services of that glad day were - 


also participated in by Revs. G. H. Trabert and C. J. Collin, 
of the Swedish Augustana Synod, and Rev. P. Nilsen, of the 
_ United Norwegian Lutheran Church. The brethren Smith 
and Steimle also preached in connection with the dedication, 
Your President attended the Convention of the General 
Council, which met in Buffalo, N. Y., beginning October 15, 
1891. He was the only representative of our Synod in at- 
‘tendance. He handed in his credentials, the Constitution of 
our Synod, and its application for membership. There 
seemed to be a general disposition to receive our-Synod at 
once with a hearty welcome. Several members of the 
Swedish Augustana Synod, however, raised objections. 
Our request, with accompanying papers, was therefore re- 
ferred to. a Committee of which Rev. Dr. Seip was Chair- 
man. He invited the Augustana Delegates and all persons 
directly interested to meet with the Committee that evening. 
_ At that meeting, the Constitution was read, and all objec- 


tions were patiently heard and answered. No fault could 


be found with any of the provisions of the Constitution. 
Objections were raised, however, because of certain pro- 
visions that were not in the document and were wanted by 
the objectors. The Committee, with the exception of the © 
member from the Augustana Synod, recommended that our 
Syriod*be admitted. When the Committee brought in this — 
report, the President of the Augustana Synod requested | 
that final action be postponed.until the matter could be 
laid before his Synod. Since he claimed that he made this _ 
request in the.interest of peaceand harmony, and since your 
President was privately informed that, if our Synod should 
be received at this Convention, the Augustana delegatién _ 
would protest and carry that pretest back to their Synod, 2% 
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therefore your President requested that final action on the 
Committee’s report be postponed until the next meeting of 
the Council. This was done because he was confident that 
our Synod would not wish to be even an innocent occasion 
of the disruption of the General Council. It was then re- 
solved that, pending final action on the report, the repre- 
sentatives of our Synod be granted the privileges of the 
floor. It is confidently expected that we shall be fully ad- 
mitted at the coming Convention of the General Councit 


at Fort Wayne, Ind. 


‘Your President would gladly close his report here. 
There is another matter, however, that he must lay before 
you for your most earnest consideration. It is a matter 
that we cannot pass over without decisive judgment and 
action. It has caused your President the most painful 
anxiety and misgiving. The case is this: 

It was charged at Buffalo that among ‘the motives for 


organizing thenew Synod was this: That one of its Congre- 


gations might receive a member who had been twice tried, 
found guilty, and excommunicated by an Augustana Synod 
congregation. Your President indignantly denied this 


' charge and asserted that if there was any such intention on 


the part of any of our congregations, our Synod, as a 
Synod, knew nothing whatever about it. Such a thing 
had never been“mentioned in any of the letters, delibera- 
tions or arrangements, nor at the meeting at which we were 
organized. He also expressed his conviction that the new 


Synod would not countenance any such disorderly conduct, 
_ but would be ready to respect the discipline of sister Synods. 


- While at Buffalo a letter was received from the Pastor of 
Memorial church, St. Paul, requesting him to meet the 
Coun 8 ae that church on his return. He accordingly met 
the neil in the chapel of Memorial church on the even- 
ing of Thursday, October 23d. To his surprise and sorrow 
he found that the matter for consultation was a proposal, 
on the part of the Council, to receive the above-mentioned 
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excommunicated member into the communicant member- 
ship of Memorial Congregation. He earnestly advised and 
“warned against such a step. He tried to show the breth- 
ren that it would be wrong in itself, subversive of all 
synodical comity and church discipline, and would be 
fraught with the most serious consequences to our whole 
English work in the Northwest. In spite of this advice and 
warning, the person in question was received into the com- 
amunion of the church. 
~~ When your President was informed of this dcthon! he at 
_ once wrote to the Pastor of Memorial church, expressing 
his sorrow and disapproval, and his purpose to lay the case 
before the Synod. At the same time he also wrote to the 
President of the Augustana Synod, informing him of the 
~ act of Memorial Church, of his previous warning against 
tt, of his conviction that, while individual members of our 
Synod might thus disregard the discipline of other Lutheran 
bodies, our Synod would certainly not endorse it, and that 
he would lay the matter before our next Convention for 
action. 

Since then your President has done secede in his 
power to have the wrong righted. He has consulted with. 
different members of our Synod, as well as with wise coun- 
sellors in the East. He has endeavored, through writing to 
the Pastor of Memorial Church, and through him to the 
Church Council, as well as by — interviews, to have — 

‘> the action in question reconsidered. 

When all this failed, he sunita through the Pastor of 

Memorial Church, that he might officially visit and confer 

_-—s with the Congregation on the subject, and that to this end ~ 
a. gh congregational meeting might be called on the evening of 
Monday, May 16th, 1892. To this the Pastor at first 
assented, but on Saturday, May:14th, your President re- 
ceived a telegram that the meeting could not beheld. : 

On the 16th of May, he went to St. Paul and again con- 
sulted the President of the Augustana Synod, the Pastor of 
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Memorial, and a leading member of the Council. He re- 
newed his request for a congregational meeting to be called 
for Monday evening, June 6th. This also was refused. 
Thus ended the efforts to have the matter adjusted and to 
prevent the necessity of Synodica} action. 

Your President then, on June 3, 1892, again wrote to 
the Pastor informing him, and through him the Congrega- 
tion, that he and the Congregation would in all probability | 
be called upon to answer the following charges: 

Ist. They had adopted, with the other Congregations | 
that formed the Synod, the Constitution of the General 
Council, and so made it part of the fundamental law of our 
Synod. They have violated Sec. 2, Art. III, of that Consti- 
when. 

2d. They have thus also violated Sec. 2, Art. y, of our 
Synodical Constitution. 

3d. In refusing to permit the President to meet the 
Congregation, they have prevented him from carrying out 
the duties of oversight required of him in a Ser. 2, AETs. Vv II, of 
our Synodical Constitution. 

And now your President submits this whole unhappy. 
case, together with the correspondence involved, for your 
most serious and prayerful consideration. 

Word has just been received from Rev. A. Steimle that 


: he has resigned as Assistant Pastor of Memorial Church, 


St. Paul, the resignation to go into effect on or before Sept. 
11, 1892. 

And now, in all our deliberations aed shal ES may 
the beauty of the Lord our God be upon us, and may He 
establish the work of our hands upon us, yea, the work of 
our hands, may He establish it. Amen.
